In February the State Board of Education adopted revised standai*ds for 
Oregon's public eleaentary and secondary Ischools'. -For the Most part, the 
ch«nges reflect a need for iiore prec1s)on^nd clarity learned fro* several 
years' experience with these Oregon Adailnl strati ve Rules. 

The guidelines on the following pages address OAR 581-22-316, Graduation 
RequlroMnts; lore specifically, they look at Issuei surrounding the unit of 
credit requlrewnts. Please keep In nind that the guidelines were developed 
in response to pressing questions fro* districts, and will receive further 
reflneMnt as we gain wore experience In the area of credit requlrenents. 
Districts are free to use or aodlfy the suggestions In these guidelines to 
best suit local needs.

School districts should be aware of the changes froa the 1976 standards so 
that thty ire prepared to provide students with the necessary ffrstni6t1on* 
For exiMple» of tli» three units of credit f«qu1red In language arts» the 1984 
graduate will need to earn the equivalent of one unit of credit In written 
coiposltlon* It follows that schools will need to offer written conposltlon 
to the class of 1984 no later than Septeiirt)er 1, 1983*

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Unlto of Credit in Specified »re as ' 

Students wst earn • ainitiim of 21 units of credit in order to graduate. A 
URit of credit is equivalent to'at least 130 hours of Instruction, or a on.e- ' 
year course consisting of one.c1a.ss period a di^, at least J5 Minutes in 
length. At least 12 units mst be earned in specified sub'^ect areas, but 
districts Miy increase this nuiber. 

Units of Credit in Mectives h 

Districts nay increase or decrease the nunber of elective units as long as the 
total un4ts of credtt required for graduation is nox less than 21. Consider- 
ation of student interests and needs, coamnity resources, staff qualifica- 
tions, equlpMnt and facilities will help districts deteraitie the course 
offerings that can and should be Mde available to' students. Students sivauM 
be encouraged to liiott closely with parents and with school counselors in 
selecting electives Mhere students can explore personal and i:areer interests. "

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Language Arts— Written Cowposition ; Credit for one unit In written conposltlon 
niiy be accraul atecTfrosi more than^.one course. It ttwy be earned In courses 
specifically designed to develop and practice writing skills » or It may be 
earned through a set, of courses where only a part of the curriculum Is Involved 
In writing Inprovc^nt. However organized^ the total time 9 student spends In 
^developing writing skills must be equivalent to at least one year of Instruc- 
tion (130 clock hours). 

U.S. Hlstohr : Courses developed for this area should present a comprehensive 
study .of national development^ fromr colonial times to the present. Instruc- 
tion m^ be organ1zerdM:hrono1og1ca11y» or It could be organized aroand mdiSor 
concepts which show^how events and personalities (Including minorities and^ 
^womc^n) have^telped to shape the developments af the nation. 

Global Studies ; Students should learn about the h1st6ry and cultures of 
peoples or tne worlds drawing upon hi story » geography And other social studies 
disciplines. Itistructlon could be organised around some major themes: the 
diversity of cultures » the Interdependence of cultures » how the forces of 
change and trends Illuminate prevailing world conditions. > '\ 

Government: Students should learn about the constitutional and legal structure 
of local » state and national government; the effect of customs and tradition 
on the evolution of government; and the rights and responsibilities of Its 
citizens. When possible* students shoul d be encouraged to come to know about 
government through first-hand participation. 

Career Development : Students were previously required to earn one unit of 
credit In career .education; this has been changed to one-half unit of credit In 
career development. In career development students should explore persorfal 
Interests and aptitudes toward the -development of career goals. *The district 
fuy utilize a combination of options* such as allowing students to explore a 
nipber of careers through various courses* Independent study* and outside work 
experience. 

Personal finance and Economics : The 1976. standard allowed districts the o|$t1on 
of providing Instruction In one or more content areas 0/ personal finance, 
economics, or consmer education. The pri^sent rule requires Instruction In 
both personal ffnaace and economics. The assignment of time .for each content 
area Is left to the local distrlctnind may be met In one course or more than 
one course. The total time, however, must be equivalent to at least one year 
of Instruction. 
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Applied Aft^, Fine Arts, or Foreign Language ; ' Students must earn one unit of 
credit in- any one or a combination of applied arts,^f1ne arts, or f9re1gn 
language. 

Applied Arts options Include: business education, home economics (child 
caret clothing construction, foods and nutrition. Institution OjCt+ioro 
management), industrial arts, or a vocational program approved byllie 
state (one o/^14 occupational cluster areas or a more specific course of 
study). For schools with small enrollments: schools may share teachers; 
^^students may attend other institutions in the area (e.g., corranunlty 
college); teachers may be retrained; industry people may be hired part - 
time, or studentfi may be assigned to a local industry for on-site 
training^. 

"] Fine Arts options Include: band, choir, orchestra, guitar* keyboacd, 
performance lab, music theory, music and art history or -appreciation, 
drawing, painting, sculpture, drama and dance. For schools with small 
enrollments: schools may share tochers; students may attend other 
institutions in the area (communit:^ college); incentives may be provided 
to encourage additional training of current staff. 

A district must have one Foreign Language program for one or more students 
who wish to study foreign language. For schools with small enrollments: 
schools may wish to hire teachers who speak several'^languages; schopfs may 
share Veachers; students may attend other institutions in the area or may 
enroll In OEPBS foreign language programs or correspondence courses 
, (monitored); Incentives may be prov^ided to encourage additional training 
of current staff. 

Waivers 

Using the waiver process (OAR 581-22-802) district school boards with three- 
year high schools may submit dlterriative plans to fieet unit of credit require- 
ments. All hi^ schools are encouraged to coordinate their curriculum w4th 
"feeder^ schools. 



Planned Course Statements 

These statements must be written for courses in grades nine through twelve. 
They are to be made available to students, staff, parents, the district school 
board and other intei^ested citizens. Schools are encouraged to place copies In 
the library media^* center, school office and other accessible areas. 

Planned course statements are to Include a course title, course overview, 
course goals (including career-related goals) and, where appropriate, compe- 
tence requirements assigned to the course for verification. 

In addition, planned course statements also may Include such information 
as: course numbers, length of course, availabijHy of credit by examination, 
performance indicators associiiteci with course goals, assessment and evaluation 
procedures, lijsts of learrving activities used in the course, prerequisite 
requireiftents. 9

Upon beginning high school, the student must stITT conplete 21 units of 
credit In grades nine through tweTVe but -need not meet any further 
Mthenatlcs credit requlrenents.

Increasingly diverse learning opportunities for students 
now Mke It possible for students to coaplete high school 
requlroients In ways best suited to their particular 
Interests and needs. Other educational prograas can 
provide valuable learning experiences for students. In 
soM Instances, other educational Institutions offer 
tra^'rtlng experiences not available In the district, and 
this progrM Is aeant to provide an opportunity for 
students to enroll In such Institutions when It Is In the 
student's best Interest.

OFF-CAMPUS EXPERIENCES 



"The. district school board m»y adopt policies for alterna- 
tive learning experiences, such as ... credit for off- 
caapus cxpeHences." (OAR 581-22-316(3)) 

Alternative educational experiences: learning experiences 
In Nhlch the Majority of learning Is supervised by other 
than district mp!\Ojf% In a. setting reaoved fron regular 
school buildings and grounds, or Is self- directed. The 
experiences shall be part of the school currlcului, and 
should be described In a specific written agreenent which 
Is approved by the parent, school, outside agency, and 
student. 

The ccMunlty should be recognized as an extension of 
the c1as9roo«. InvolvsMnt in the ongoing activities of 
diverse business enterprises, coMunlty agencies, and other 
govemMnt and private organizations can provide valuable 
educat i o nal expe r ienc es for students. Schools should 
Increasingly utillie such resources In designing educa- 
tional progratt appropriate to diverse student needs. 
Interests and abilities. 

1. The building principal or designee shall adilnlster 
each, off-caipus prograa. The principal aey appoint 
an "Alternative Educational Experiences Prograi 
Coaalttee" In an advisory role to help coordinate and ^ 
standardize -^Ireaents as well as exailne proposals 
for niir prograM. The principal shall periodically 
review each prograi to assure Its relevance and to 
deteralne coapl lance tilth policy. 

2. Alternative educational experiences Include: 

a. Enrol laent In courses of other educational 
Institutions^ (If correspondence courses, the 
Institution aust be accredited by the National 
University Extension Association.) 

b. Training Internships In coNainlty or govemaent 
(e.g., Nat^sriiil fii:^rd prograa). 
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c. Inttmshlps or Mork-tralning prograns In business 
tnterprlses.

d. Participation In training or perfomance groups 
such as coMHinlty symphonies, art or science 
nisewis. 

e. Approved travel or other legltlaate student- 
designed enrlchMnt experiences. 

In order for credit to be awarded, an alternative 
educational experience (outside the regular school 
setting) shall Met the followlRg provisions: 

a. Learning actlvltltts shall be considered part of 
the regular school curHculM and standards of 
quality esUbllshed by written agreeMnt. 

b. The student's activities shall be supervised 
by a designated person In the participating 
agency. 

c. In approving a student's coMunlty fntenshlp 
proposal for credit, consideration rihall be c^lven 
the student's Interests, abilities ind educdtlonal 
goals. 

d. Mork-tralning progrws My ^e either pafc^ or 
unpaid. 

Credits 

Students c«y be pemltted to earn a mxIikm of six 
units of credit In an approved prograi. Credit shall 
be granted only when prior written agreeMnt Is 
reached SMng parents, school, participating agency 
and student. 

Alternative educational experiences In other educa- 
tional Institutions shall be prearranged. Credit will 
be granted consistent witir state guidelines fron state 
accredited colleges. Credit My be granted froM non- 
accredited Institutions on a prior written agreeMnt 
bMls.

The Interested student will be responsible for Initi- 
ating the contact with the designated faculty MMber 
responsible for each prograa, and following the 
enrol laent procedures as described In e^h progra«. 

tfhen the student has coapleted enrol iMnt pr^edures, 
e cQMpleted foni shall be forwarded to the designated 
faculty MaMber describing: the location, types of 
activities In which the student will engage, the 
expected learning outcones and how th^ relate ta the 
student's educational goals, the tentative schedule 
for such activities, and otheir factors which the 
district mty de« necessary. 

The proposal shall be reviewed and the student 
counseled by the designated faculty aeaber. 

If required for the prograi, the student shall present 
the proposal to the coMunlty agen'^, arrange any

who Is designated to be the supervisor. 

Mien the proposal Is approved the parent, the 
coNKinlty agency, and tlie school, a copy shall be 
filed by the designated faculty neciber and sent to all 
parties Involved In the written agreoMnt. 

Experience Validation 

The student's progress and ultlMtely credit and grade 
for the experience will be evaluated by an appointed 
faculty Mi*er, the coiHunlty agency (If appropriate), 
and the. student. Credit, grade and coapetencles net 
will be recorded on the penaanent transcript. 

Outside Experience Credit as a Substitute for Required 
units — 

Credit Miy be granted for required units subject to 
prior agreoMnt and consistent with nonMl progress 
toward Meting co^^tency requlrsMnts. It Is essen- 
tial that required conpetency skills be considered 
durlna the. planning stages of the alternative educa- 
tional experlMce.

d. Not more than three units of credit may be achieved 
through credit by exmalnatlon. 

e. A student may not attempt credit by examination for a 
sequential course below the level at which tiie student 
has or Is enrolled (I.e., a student may not attempt 
credit by examination for Algebra I If the student Is 
taking or has taken Algebra II).
